The  New  Orleans  Seminary^ 
nearest  of  all  Southern  Baptist 
seminaries  to  M  'Msgippi,  and 
fed  by  a  nat've  Misaissippan, 
has  had  a  marvelous  growth.

day.  He  was  fortymine. 

The  first  president*  of  Har¬ 
vard,  Dunster  was  a  brilliant 
scholar  and^it  was  due  largely 
I  to  bi»  adminfeitranve-  ability 
I  that  the  school  grew  to  prortil- 
I  nonce.  He  resigned  about  five 
years  ago,  however,  diie  to 
I  widespread  cr.tici.<-m  of  his  ac- 
iceptance  of  Baptist  doctrines.

•  Josephus,  the  spectacular  Jewish  historian  of  .  the 
first  century' A  U.,  comes  to  the  front  again  this  week 
with  some  new  developments  concerning  the  Essenes. 

The  Essenes  were  Jewish  mystics  in  the  time  of  Christ, 
ascetic,  mysterious  and  consummate  Pharisees  whose  short 
but  influential  history  coipes  to  us  mainly  from  'the  pen 
of  the  irrepressible  Josephus.  Archeology  is  writing  some 
pOstfCTqiTSTd  fils  .'J“f‘unT  of  these  iniriguing 'people.' 

The  Dead  Sea  scrolls,  oldest  known  Biblical  mani^ 
scripts,  were  discovered  in  1947  by  Bedouin  shepherds  in 
■  cave  near  the  Dead  Sea,  reportedly  placed  there  by  the 
Essenes  nearly  two  thousand  years  ago.  Two  of  the  manu¬ 
scripts,  made  of  copper,  have  been  translated  by  scholars 
at  the  University  of  Manchester  in  England  and  have  re- 
yvealed  tantalizing  details  of  buried  treasure  along  the 
Jsrael-Jordan  border.  The  Manchester  scholars  are  hinting 
at  the  possibility  of  200  tons  of  hidden  gold  and  silver  left 
by  the  EsseneS  in  the  wilderness  of  Eng^i.  . 

Professor  Benjamin  Mazar,  president  of  the  Ilcbr^y 
University  in  Jerusalem  and  Dr.  Yigal  Yadin,  decipherers 
of  the  last  of  the  seven  Dead  Sea  scrolls  have  just  issued 
a  statement  which  will  throw  cold  water  on  the  inevitable 
treasure  hunt.  They  pojnt  out  that  not  even  the  Temple 
of  Jerusalem  ever  possessed  such  amounts  of  gold  and  ‘ 
silver.  A  Religious  News  Service-  dispatch  carries  their 
statement  that  the  economy  of  Judea  in  the  first  century 
would-hAve  collapsed  4#  sweh  huge  treeauret  of  gold  and 
silver  had  been  hoarded.
